‘SinWe, the undorsignod surviving 
erew of the steamer Bothara, having heard 
of report avont aur alleged thisconduct 
tande by one of the surviving possengora, 
Dr Lowson, in the Hongkong Telegraph of 
the 18th instant, beg horeby to malo 
the following statement, and trust, in 
justice to-ts, you’ will kindly publish ib, as 
without such a vindication of our conduct 
ag can be made by our statement, we poor 
people, who workod on board tho ill-fated 
ateamer . rezurdiess of 
not only be deprived of our cartifi- 
cates, of onr donations, and of our 
servicea by tho P. & ©., but also of the 
prestige of our sea-faring nation as one of 
the beat typeof crow under any emergencies 
thatone canever-come across. Wo necd 
hardly say hore anything about our con- 
duct sa crew on board the steamer daring 
the exceptionnlly disastrous period of our 
voyage, Dr Lowson has himself spoken 
about it, but, above all, when dua investi- 
gations.are made in propor quartors, it will, 
wa feel confident, come out satisfactorily 


.| that the Gogo craw which the P. and 0, 


employ, and of which we form a part, 
behaved themselves in the cass of the

Early at diybresk after the night we 
wore waghed ashore, the Chief Ufficer and 
Quarter-master took six out of us remain- 
ing fifteen round about tho island wa wero 
thrown on, a8 Wall-in search of food as in 
that of any stray persons who may heave 
been washed ashore like us. We. picked 
hp from.tho floating débris throes tins of 
biscuite, and fell in with a firoman who 
was lying with his leg broken and orying. 
The three tins of biscuits were handed 
over to the Chief Officer, and wo lifted and 
helped up thé lime fireman ‘to the spot 
where the survivors had congregated. 
Doting the absence of ac six, the re- 
mainder of a8 picked up bundles of Shang: 
hai straw which were floating about, and 
spread up as mattrestes for the Kurepean 
|. passengers end officers. Some of us wers 
then sent in soarch of blankcts, and on our 
finding two wa driel them up and gave 
them ‘to, Dr.Lowson. We also picked up 
four mattresses which hud floated up from 
the veascl and banded them-to the Enro- 
poans; wo dlso dried up their clothes as 
they were given to us to dry in taros. We 
did not sppropriate any of the things we 
picked up for our own use, Almost naked. 
we kept ourselvea shivering. We were 
only aupplied with bandfals of biscuits 
astarated with salt water by ‘tho Chief 
Officer, Under cold and pain wa waited 
outside the fishormen's hut. where . the 
Europeans stayed, and.during the night 
of the next day by turns of two kept watch 
there. We also supplied them with fuel, 
and made fires for them. We naver 
monopolized the little fresh water thut 
was found in a well 28 Dr. Lowson alleges. 
Ou the contrary we picked ap a basket 
and gave it fall of water from the weil 
avery time that they wanted it during day 
as well as during night. For ouraelyes wa 
had o half top-broken bottle and wo in 
tarn drank thereby. We never -gorged 
| any food. Thero waa nothing beyood the 
j bisenits which were in charge of tho 
| Olllcers, and we only ate what they gave 
us of thom. What olse oaald we gorge, 
wa leave the doctor to say. On the morn- 
ing of the second duy we eaw a goat 
sitting up on ux clevated spot on tho 
hillside; we caught it of our own aceord 
aud handed it to tho Europeans for thiir 
use for food.

Ho did not know if they 
had read of the- intentions of Professor 
Garner to proceed to Central Africa with a 
view to avcertaining the language of mon- 
keys, - (Laughter. “‘fhat seemed to ‘him to 
be a project which nearly touched both 
them and him — (laughter) — for he sup- 
posed that when the monkeys came into 
direct communication which “them. they 
would have their ambassadors—(Isughter)— 


thoir sphere of influence. marked out, their’ 


territory would be deliminated ander the 
Brusiéle Conference—(laughter}—and the 
balance of power. would ba matérially dis. 
‘turbed the moment they had the language 
of the interesting race discovered, (Laugh- 
tor.) They might view the discovery with 
not less opprchonsion than he did. Their 
speeches would have to bo reported and their 


views, and even their movements would 


have to be recorded. (Langhter,) What waa 
more, a new horror mightawait tham. They 
might find that what they had always bo- 
lieved to be the troest form of the ‘brain- 
less chattor of irresponsible frivolity’ waa, 
in ronlity, the debates of tho legislatire and 
even of the general assembly. (Lauyhter:} 
He had long heard of the Institute of Juur- 
nalists, mainly through the exertions of hia 
friend, Mr Gilzean Reid, and also of Sir 
Algernon Borthwick ;- but he was not. quite 
csrtain that, so far he understood the object 
of the Institute of Journaliata, be looked 
upon them with unmixed approval, It
